The price set for water by meter is 10 
:euts per 1000 gallons, so that must 
IB onr standard. I have found that 
t will take two hour ot steady pour- 
ng of water through the nozzles with 
vhich we are permitted to sprinkle, 
to use 000 gallons of water, which 
would be worth five cents, Not many 
water takers would ever work the hose 
more than two hours each day and 
they would seldom do that every day, 
onger than a week or two at a 
stretch. But if they did do so eaoh 
lay, 
it would be worth $1.30 per 


mouth. 


To illustrate this matter: I have 
oii paying $15 per year for water at 


my 
residence aud barn, with one 


horse, for several yeart, and usually 
ouly three persons in the house. ] 
have had no sprinkling privilege, be 
canes I declined to pay ' $13.70 addi< 
tionul for that purpose. Now if I paid 
tlmt sum and wished to use the water 
to which I was entitled, I would have 
to work my hose continuously for 21 
duys of 24 hours each, in order to do 
it. DOPS any one believe fora moment 
tbat I would use that much wator? 
It not, why should I be gonged to that 
extent? 
SVhy should we not be given 


a moderate and reasouable rate for 
this purpose for four months of the 
year? 1 wonder the aldormeu have not 
thought ot this as n result of paying 
their own water bills. Nor do I thiuk 
the general public would complain if 
the aldermen were given their water 
free duiing their term of ollico. We 
ought to attract people to the city 
water, rather than repel them. Ant 
if some one, through ignorance or 
inadvertence violates the rules, do 
not let the officers treat them as 
criminals or as if it was the first duty 
of liie inspector to sqneese all the 
additional mouey he could out of the 
patrons as a reason for the existence 
of his office.

The catfish belongs to an ancient 


tytie not yet fully made into a fish, and 
hence those whose paired lius are all 
properly fastened to the head, as his 
are mot, hoin him in well-merited scorn. 
He haa no scales and no bright colors. 
His iini) are small, and his head and 
mouth are large. Around his mouth 
are eight long "amellerfc," fleshy feel- 
ers, that he pushes out as he crawls 
along the bottom in search of anything 
that he may ea.t. As he may eat anj- 
thing, he always finds it. His appetite 
is afc impartial as that of a goat. Any- 
thing from a deal lamprey or a bunch 
of sunflsh eggs to a'piece of tomato 
can is grateful to him. In each of the 
fins which represent his arms is a long, 
Bharp bone, with a slimp surface and a 
serrated edge. These are fastened by 
n ball and socket joint, and whenever 
the fish is alarmed the bone is whirled 
over and set m place, then it sticks out 
stiffly on each side. There is another 
such bone in the fin on the back, and 
when all ol these are set there is no 
fish that can swallow him, says the 
Popular Science Monthly. 


When he takes the hook, which he 


surely will do if there is any hook to 
be taken, he will swallow it greedily. 
As he is drawn out of the water he 
sets his three spines, and laughs to 
himself as the boy pricks his fingers 
trying to got the hook from his stom- 
ach.

The department of state has 
received the following concerning a 
new treatment for consumption, from 
the United States commercial agent at 
Ronbaix, Franca: "A new method of 
treating 
bronchial and 
pulmonary 


diseases, has been called to the atten- 
tion of the Academy of Medicine, by 
Dr. MendeL The .treatment is spe- 
cially recommended for tuberculosis. 
It co'nBists of injecting daily into the 
branchial tabes essence of eucalyptus, 
thyme and oyjnamou, held in solution 
in olive oil. .The oil in descending 
•lowly comes into contact with the 
walls of the tabes and the upper lungs. 
The gas that is aet free saturates the 
air in the longs and acts on the mucus 
membranes as far as the air penetrates. 
Sixteen tuberculosis and two with' 
bronchitis have been given this treat- 
ment, and in each case, after one or 
two weeks, a lessening or complete 
cessation of the cough and expectora- 
tion, 
as •well as a return of sleep, 


appetite and strength has been noted."

Rouen, one «J the principal cities of 


France, and the greatest seat of its cot- 
ton manufacture, possesses the oldest 
publio clock in the \jorld. The great 
Rouen clock has held its place in thaf 
city for 510 vears and is the pride of its 
citizens. Placed in 1389, it has been 
running without interruption 
from 


that day to this, requiring nothing ex- 
cept cleaning and »lew trifling repairs 
of its accessory parts. The great clock 
bad so accustomed the citizens to look 
upon its exactitude as a matter ol 
rowse that when, in 1572, the breaking 
of a wire prevented its sounding five 
o'clock one morning, the 
population 


was In a state of consternation. 


The magistrates summoned tho OUB- 


todlan—Ouillaume Petit—and remon- 
strated gravely with him. Until 1712 
the great clock had no pendulum. For 
523 years it bad no other regulator than 
a, "foliot," an apparatus unknown, to 
the majority of modern elocltmakers. 
The pendiulum in clockwork was intro- 
duced in 1059, but so tvell satisfied were 
the people gf Rouen with the 
time- 


keeping qualities of their famous old 
clock that 53 years were allowed to pass 
before a pendulum was substituted for 
tho "foliot." Equipped with this new 
apparatus it has continued to this day 
to strike the hours and chime the quar- 
ters.

The vtife of "Big Tom" Bigelow, the 


English bonk robber, young-, educated 
aud beautiful, she was arrested in Bra> 
zll less than five years ago, charged 
with robbing a Spanish countess ol 
several thouband dollars' worth of dia- 
monds. She had a typical South Amer 
lean trial, vvas> sentenced to receive 4C 
lathes on the bare back and to havehei 
left ear cut off. Forty lashes usuallj 
means death to a woman, but this did 
not alone satisfy Bra/.ilian justice 
That the woman survived her punish 
ment is remarkable, but as a criminal 
she is no longer a success, for though 
hhe wears her hair plasteied down ovej 
the spot where the knife pasted, shf 
cannot hide the disfigurement. 


Some months ago a well-dressed 


Italian was arrested by detectives who 
regarded hib actions in the banking 
district as suspicious. He vtas> ques- 
tioned at police headquartei s, but pro- 
tested his innocence of criminal intent 
He was about to be released when one 
of the detectives observed an ugly seal 
on the man'b forehead. On t-xamina- 
tion it proved to be a brand, the lettei 
"T." 
Questioned, the man confessed 


that he had been released from a Ser- 
vian prison, where he had been brand* 
ed as a thief. Several instances are on 
record at headquarters where prisoners 
have been proved international crimi- 
i.als, by the marks of the knout and 
whip upon their bodies. 


A remarkable cate was that of Aba* 


Sassen, a Bulgarian, recently captured 
in Boston. Sasten had committed sonii 
political offense in his own country 
and the law demanded that fiis nose be 
split. Sassen was wanted in several 
cities, among them Chicago, on charges 
of swindling, and, though a bkillod bur- 
geon had long before sewn up thedia 
figured nose, the scar from the tip to 
the forehead was too plainly visible to 
be overlooked.

prevent foreign criminals from enter- 
ing the countrj. Here the indelible 
marks, of the iron an'd whip often make 
detection certain. 


Frequently thete poor unfortunates 


beg for admission, saying that, marked 
forever, thej cannot live longer among 
their own people, and they have come 
to America to hide among strangers, 
Many \\eie convicted of pylitical of- 
fenses, and these aie generally admit- 
ted. 


"Yes, we frequently come across q 


poor fellow who haa been compelled 
to carry the marks of cruel punishment 
to his grave," said Capt. McClusky. "A 
marked criminal, like a dead Indian, is 
almost certain to be a gocjd crook, for 
he has but a small chance of getting 
away."—N. Y. World.

Dr. Jungllng believes that all diseases 
caused by bacteria can be cured by 
X rays if the patient can stand the 
treatment. Some are too weak. He 
states that he has cured four cat.es of 
cancer, some of lupus and-several cases 
of consumption of the lungs and throat. 
A patient unable to speak from the hit- 
ter ailment, after three weeks' treat- 
ment could articulate clearly. His voice 
returned after the fifth applicatiou. A 
German engineer in an advanced stage 
of consumption was entirely cured by 
68 treatments, sometimes having two 
In one day. Paralysis was cured iby 
treating the Email brain in one case. 
The difficulty In curing consumption of 
the lungs by Roentgen rays is the ob- 
Bttuction caused by the ribs and the 
danger of inflammation. 
The ray« 


should not be used too freely. Twenty 
minutes every two days is generally 
sufficient, and an induction coil giving 
a spark 30 centimeters long is usually 
strong enough. 


Lupus is supposed to be caused by 


the same bacteria as consumption. It 
is a malady which oftencst attacks the 
face and causes deep-eating ulcers. The 
rays have been found to cure it in many 
cases. Roentgen rays, if persistently 
tried, will destroy any grow th of hair 
on the body. Skin diseases have been 
treated with the best results. 


Among the inv estigations which seem 


more curious than useful are those of 
M. Gustave Le Bon, who has been con- 
tinuing his experiments with "dark 
light" with very satisfactory results. 
This light, which, he claims, consists 
of rays remaining after all visible rays 
have been filtered from ordinary light 
by an opaque screen, possess some of 
the properties of X rays. It include! 
jnany different kinds of radiation, from 
which M. Le Bon has separated some

Plan-DecaturQrocers Interested. 
It is understood that about 18 of the 


grocery firms of the city have taken 
stock in the new oil company which 
is to be started soon in opposition to 
the Standard Oil company. The shares 
are sold at $100 each.
